SOW  THE  SEEDS  either  broadcast  or  in  rows,  and  cover  lightly — a  good  general  rule  is  to  cover  several  times 

- - - -  the  size  of  the  seeds  and  press  the  soil  firmly.  Small  seeds  cannot  come  up  ij  co  ered  too  deep. 

Very  fine  seeds  should  be  sown  on  the  surface  and  pressed  into  the  soil.  Cover  the  seed-bed  with  a  newspaper  so  the 
seed  will  not  be  washed  out  by  rain  or  when  watering.  To  have  the  earliest  blooms,  flowers  that  stand  transplanting 
should  be  sown  early  in  boxes  indoors.  Water  with  a  fine  spray;  do  not  let  the  soil  dry  out;  do  not  keep  the  plants 
saturated,  as  they  may  damp  off.  When  three  or  four  leaves  have  formed,  transplant  1  inch  apart  in  boxes,  or  in  the 
open  ground  if  warm  enough. 


tljc  COM  best  suited  to  flowers  is  a  light,  rich  loam,  made  as  fine  and  smooth  as  possible.  If  heavy,  mix  with 
r‘ san(j  to  lighten,  and  make  it  friable.  Many  seeds  are  very  small  and  require  a  fine  seed-bed. 


HALF-HARDY  and  TENDER  FLOWERS  should  not  be  sown  or  transplanted  outside  until  the  weather  is  settled 
and  warm. 

HARD-SHELLED  SEEDS  like  Cannas,  Moon-vines,  Morning-glories  should  have  a  hole  filed  through  the  outer 
shell,  or  be  soaked  in  warm  water  24  hours  before  planting.

The  soil  for  Sweet  Peas  should  be  rich  and  deep.  A  good  loam,  with  plenty  of  well-rotted 
manure  in  it,  is  ideal  for  raising  good  plants  that  will  produce  plenty  of  blooms  of  good  sub¬ 
stance.  Considerable  benefit  has  been  noted  from  the  use  of  inoculating  Culture.  We  can 
supply  a  special  culture  for  Sweet  Peas  for  10c- — enough  for  any  ordinary  garden.  Place  in  a 
position  fully  exposed  to  the  sunlight  and  air  on  both  sides  of  row. 

They  should  be  sown  as  early  in  the  season  as  the  ground  can  be  worked,  which  is  usually 
between  the  middle  of  March  and  the  middle  of  April  in  the  latitude  of  Baltimore,  or  they 
can  be  planted  in  October  or  November  for  earlier  blooming.  It  is  best  to  make  a  trench  or 
furrow  about  6  inches  deep,  in  the  bottom  of  which  sow  the  seed.  Cover  with  about  an  inch 
of  soil,  pressing  it  down  firmly.  As  soon  as  they  are  above  ground,  thin  out  to  2  to  4  inches 
apart;  when  planted  too  close  they  do  not  attain  their  full  development.  They  should  be 
staked  up,  either  with  branches  of  brush  or  stout  stakes  on  which  w'ire  netting  has  been 
fastened.  These  should  be  at  least  4  feet  high,  and  5  feet  would  be  better.  The  flowers  should 
be  cut  as  often  as  possible  to  prevent  running  to  seed,  which  would  cause  them  to  stop  blooming.

Such  plantings  will 
be  a  continuous  source  of  joyous  surprise 
to  you  as,  among  the  many  growing  an¬ 
nuals,  you  recognize  old  friends  or  dis¬ 
cover  new  ones.  And  at  blooming  time, 
some  of  the  cheery  flowers  may  be  cut  and 
transferred  indoors  without  noticeably 
lessening  the  charm  of  the  outdoor  plant¬ 
ings.  Be  careful  not  to  sow  the  seeds  too 
close  together,  as  suitable  space  for  plant 
development  will  contribute  to  the  effec¬ 
tiveness  of  your  planting.

Cultural  Directions  for  Sowing  Perennial  and  Biennial  Flower  Seeds 


Perennial  seed  may  be  sown  outdoors  from  May  until  September. 

A  good,  finely  sifted  soil  should  be  used,  to  which  add  some  sand 
and  granulated  peat  moss.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  a  shaded 
location  be  selected,  or  if  sown  in  a  coldframe,  lath  coverings  or  sash 
covered  with  burlap  should  be  used.  The  soil  must  be  kept  moist  at 
all  times,  therefore  we  deem  it  advisable  to  sow  in  this  manner.  If 
the  soil  should  become  dry  for  only  a  short  period,  the  seed  would 
be  destroyed. 


A  common  mistake  in  sowing  flower  seeds  is  covering  too  deeply; 
as  a  general  rule  cover  only  to  a  depth  of  the  thickness  of  the  se«Js. 

Some  seeds  are  of  much  slower  germination  than  others,  therefore 
it  is  wise  not  to  be  impatient,  ror  instance,  Hardy  Primulas  will 
often  lie  dormant  in  the  ground  for  six  months  to  a  year;  Columbines 
and  other  varieties  of  a  like  nature,  two  to  three  months.  As  soon 
as  the  plants  are  large  enough  to  handle,  they  should  be  transplanted 
to  the  permanent  location  in  the  perennial  border  or  nursery  rows.

Culture.  Melons  do  best  in  a  light  or  sandy  soil,  but  with  a  little  labor 
in  preparing  hills  they  can  be  grown  in  almost  any  warm,  sunny  location. 
Make  hills  5  feet  apart  each  way,  putting  two  or  three  shovelfuls  of  well- 
rotted  manure  in  each  hill;  pack  it  down  tight,  cover  it  with  3  inches  of 
fine,  loose  soil,  making  hills  1  foot  in  diameter.
